is the securing and publication of 
news, the adv ocary of certain v iews on 
public questions, and, in most oases, 
the adv ocacy and support of the prin­ 
ciples and candidates of some political 
party , etc. In all this, publishers and 
editors are forced to be oontrolled by a 
due sense of decency and by a knowl­ 
edge of the responsibility attaching to 
what may be published. 
Incidentally , after all these matters 
hav e receiv ed due attention, it is re­ 
quired of editors that they shall make 
their papers, to some degree, at least, 
models of correctness in the use of 
languuge. 
In the palmy day s of the 
literarv supremaoy of the Boston Glo b e, 
for illustration—when E. P. Whipple, 
one of America’s greatest essay ists, 
wro? e the book rev iews, “ Ben,* Woolf, 
author of the “ Mighty Dollar,* etc., 
wrote the dramatio criticisms, Murray 
Ballou, president of the broker’s board 
and a fine scholar, contributed the 
financial articles and Alex ander Young, 
the magazinist, the Honorable George 
B. Loring, Charles Ey re Paacoe, now 
the well-known London writer, Clar­ 
ence Wason, now editing an American 
paper in Paris, and a number of other 
eminent writers were editors—that pa­ 
per was such a model of fine English 
composition, in all its parts that it was 
adopted in place of a reading-book in 
some of the New England schools.

Wild Horses a f the Plains* 
I learned from an old ranchman aassa 
curious facts about tha wild horses of 
the plains. 
Ev ery effort to destroy 
them has prov ed futile, and tha aid of 
the territorial gov ernment is now to be 
asked to eradicate their bands. 
They 
hav e increased so wonderfully within 
the past few y ears that they hav e be­ 
come an unbearable nuisance to the 
stock growers of the plains. 
They 
graze in bands of twenty , fifty , and 
ev en 100, and are v ery difficult to ap­ 
proach. 
An old stallion generally oc­ 
cupies some elev ation and he will 
trumpet an alarm to the herd if he sees 
any ono coming. 
In times of danger 
from wild beasts the stallions form a 
circle and the mares and colts are put 
inside. 
The colts are often attacked 
by wolv es or Rocky Mountain lions, 
but they nev er succeed in killing a colt 
without a battle with the horses, and 
often the wolv es and lions are kiokecl 
and beaten so badly that they hav e to 
beat a retreat without securing their 
prey . 
The stallions are regular Mor­ 
mons and get all the mares they can. 
They orosa and recross the oountry , 
looking for mares and ev en prosely ting 
for horses to enter their band. 
If cow 
ponies stray too far from the cattle or 
camp the first thing they know they 
are rounded up by an old stallion and 
driv en off into the hills. 
Often a wild 
herd wilrdiscov er a band of tame horses 
grazing qnietly in the v alley , with no 
intention of leav ing their range, bat 
the band of wild horses, led on by their 
stallions, dash down into the Talley , 
capture them, and carry them away . 
The wild stallions are shot without 
mercy by the ranchmen. If one is seen 
grazing on a hill he is sneaked upon 
and dropped in his track* 
They are 
v ery alert and difficult to approach, 
but, like tha tame horse, are easilv 
killed. 
A bullet in almost any part of 
the body will cause the horse to drop 
on the plain. 
The Indians are the best wild-horse 
hunters, but they do not like to be out 
in stormy weather, and they oannot 
stand the cold of the winter as well as 
white men. 
In a storm is the best time 
to hunt wild horses, for then they 
bunch and cannot see any one ap-

hopoly. 
The trust would have the effect of 
fcornering the sug ar m arket, and so far it had 
benefitted the refineries on the Pacific coast, 
because the New Y ork price fixed the price 
a t the Occident. 
The sug ar business was in 
the hands of two refineries in California 
of which one was his own, and they owned 
the Sandwich Island product. 
He had been 
Invited into the trust, but bad left Germ any 
to obtain liberty, and was not g oing to g ive 
It up. 
The U nited States could make its own 
tsug ar, but it m ust lie protected as long as 
Wag es, fuel, etc., were so hig h. 
The most in­ 
teresting p art of the testimony was w ith ref­ 
erence to the beet sug ar industry. 
He said this country had made discoveries 
In beet culturo and machinery which would 
Inake domestic sug ar production a success. He 
bad but recently procured an invention by 
Which he would g et 90 per cent, of pure sug ar 
from beet juice. 
Ho believed California and 
Ohio could and would produce 1,000,000 pounds 
of sug ar annually now, while Kansas, Oreg on, 
and other states could do as well. 
1 he 
U nited States could supply the world wit h 
Fug arif the industry was developed. In Califor­ 
nia, forty-tw o tons an acre of beets were raised 
The averag e in all of the states would be 
about tw enty tons an acre.

“ cradles." Charred barrels are used, 
as is customary—that is to say, the bar­ 
rel is burned out before the whisky is 
put in, thus converting the inner sur­ 
face into charcoal. 
The constant mo­ 
tion for three months dissipates the 
fusel oil and imparts the rich color 
which 
new 
whisky 
has 
hitherto 
never had legitimately.

OIL OF PEPPERMINT. 


An Industry Confined to a Smalt Area In 
Now York and Michigan. 
fCbie&ffo Tribune. J 
Twenty-seven miles south of Kala­ 
mazoo, Mich., on the Grand Rapids and 
Indiana Railroad, and in S t J oseph 
County is the hamlet of Nottawa, the 
center of the peppermint oil industry 
of the State. 
This little village came 
into existence about eighteen years ago, 
when the railroad was built* 
Its popu­ 
lation is given as between 250 and 300. 
On the banks of Crystal Lake, so 
named for the pnritv of its water, be­ 
ing fed by snblacustrine springs, is the 
most extensive essential oil distillery 
and refinery in Miohigan. 
The farm 
lands in this section are rich in fertile 
properties, and, possessing what is 
techanically known as “ burrow open­ 
ings," are especially adapted to the 
production of the peppermint plant. 
Mr. Bnrnet, of Wayne County, New 
York, was the first to engage in the 
production of tho oil in this country. 
This was in 1816, andin 1835 the in­ 
dustry was started in Bt. 
J oseph 
Connty, Michigan, on White Pigeon 
Prairie, about two miles north of a vil­ 
lage of that name, a distillery being 
erected in the following year. 
Up to 
this time and for ten years later the l 
distillery apparatus 
used was very 
crude, being the same as that in En­ 
gland with a few slight modifications. 
The cultivation of the pepermint 
plant is| about as follows: 
In early 
spring the ground, having been plowed, 
is marked out in furrows two and a half 
feet apart In these furrows are placed 
the roots and runners which have mul­ 
tiplied from the planting of the preced­ 
ing year. 
One acre of good roots usu­ 
ally furnishes sufficient stock to set 
from five to ten acres of new ground. 
These roots and runners are from one- 
eighth to one-fourth of an inch in diam­ 
eter, and from one to three feet in 
length when in a healthy state. In set­ 
ting they are carried ’in large sacks 
strung over the shoulders of the work­ 
men, who place them in rows so that 
there shall be one or two living roots 
or runners at every point in the row. 
While placing the roots with their 
hands they cover them at the same 
time with soil by the use of their feet 
Tho plants are renewed every second 
year. 
The new growth will show it­ 
self above the ground in about two 
weeks after setting, and the ground is 
carefully hoed and cultivated until 
J uly or August, when, if the season is 
fair, the plants have thrown out such a 
quantity of runners as to render diffi­ 
cult the further destruction of weeds. 
The proper time for harvesting the 
crop is when the plants are in full 
bloom. 
Th s is usually in August for 
tho old growth, and » September for tho 
new. 
The plants are mowed and left 
to dry in the sun bofore being drawn to 
the distilleries. 
When sufficiently enred tho dried 
plants are placed in large wooden vats, 
which, on being filled, ara closed with 
steam-tight covers. 
A pipe from tho 
steain‘generating boiler is 
connocted 
with the distilling vats, entering them 
at the bottom under tho plants. As tlio 
steam enters it is diffused evenly and 
forced upward through 
the plants. 
The heat of the steam expands the 
globuLs of oil which are contained in 
the minute cells of the leaves and blos­ 
soms, canning them to burst. 
The oil, 
being thus freed, is carried off in the 
enr ent of steam, which escapes through 
a “ changing valve" to the primary con­ 
denser, consisting of a series of tin- 
coated pipes, over which a large supply 
of cold water Hows evenly through a 
perforated trough from above, where it 
takes the form of oil and water. 
It is 
next passed into the recoiv r and the 
water, separated from the oil, sinks to 
the Ixittom. 
The oil is thou removed 
and is in its natural or crude condition. 
Tho natural oil is a tow ards retined. 
Each owner of a distillery distills on an 
average the co p s of ten other growers 
besides bis own. charging 25 cents for 
each pound of oil obtained, whereas in 
E igland the charge is made for each 
vnt of plants, no matter what quantity 
of oil mav be pro I need. 
About 18,000 
tons of plants are grown annually in this 
country. 
There are now about 250 essential oil 
d sliders in the United States, but the 
great majority of hem are small. The 
annual production is estimated at 125.- 
0 0 0 pounds, 0 0 per cent, of which is 
produced in Michigan and 40 per cent, 
in Wayne County, New Y'orlc. 
The 
yield per acre rang s from throe to 
twenty-eight pounds, with an average 
of sixteen. 
The new plant generally 
yields a few more pounds to the acre 
than the old, the quality of the oil be­ 
ing tho same. 
These ti rures tend to 
s' ow an annual area under cultivation 
of about 1 0 ,0 0 ) acres.

Then lie built a combination passenger 
ami baggage car, und his equipment 
was complete. 
He has been operating 
hiH road for two v* ars. 
At fir-fc be 
emi loyed a conductor and a freight 
agent, 
and followed 
the custom of 
1 
/v r rv a’s. B i ' eiug an active man 
R ough vet ~o 
v, u‘s of age. he si*oi. 
dispensed u.'h all auperfiut-uu* .-fir« dces, 
and now lie o *m ho>s within himself 
the entire lmt of rui road men, from 
owner and Prcsi le >t to conductor and 
brakeman. 
His ¡rain goes twice a day

large benefits on account of forming 
business relations with some of the 
very wealthy gentlemen 
who have 
been sent to Washington in the capac­ 
ity of United States Senators. 
Mr. Stanford, of California, is by 
long odds the wealthiest of all the Sen­ 
ators, and, of oonrse, his annual salary 
of $5,090 and mileage for representing 
California in the upper branch of Con­ 
gress is a mere bagatelle. 
He keeps, 
it is said, from three to four private 
secretaries, one of whom receives al­ 
most the entire Senatorial salary. 
Mr. Stockbridge, of Miohigan, who 
succeeded Mr. Conger, is a wealthy 
retired lumberman, and his business 
has been turned over to his sons. 
Mr. 
Stockbiidge’s wealth is rated into mil­ 
lions. 
It is said that he gives his en­ 
tire salary to his private secretary. 
The latter is a man whom he knows 
well and to whom he can intrust his 
most important private' and public 
business. 
Senator Hearst, of California, who 
is, by the way, a native of Missouri, 
scatters his Senatorial salary around 
among his secretaries. 
He owns and 
controls the San Francisco Ex a miner 
and has brought on from that city one 
of the brightest young men, who looks 
after Pacific Slope matters for the pa­ 
per and does a good deal of work for 
the Senator besides. 
Another well- 
known journalist of this city, who has 
represented the Ex a miner here for 
some time and who has other newspa­ 
per connections, has got a very fat 
thing by coming in as one of the Sen­ 
ators secretaries.

“ I do not hesitate to write 
the leaders of important journals, but I 
would tremble to undertake the man­ 
agement o*? a village newspaper." 
There is no place in the profession 
so diflicult to till as tliut of a country 
editor. 
In cities a man who can do 
one department well bothers himself 
about no other. 
Nor need he; ho gets 
the knack of his specialty, and con­ 
tinues at it. 
But the country editor 
must be good in all departments; he 
must be ablo to discern the trend of the 
public mind in politics, religion, and 
social topics; he must discuss agricult­ 
ure and auarchy with e jual prec ision; 
be must b»* fluent in polemics and poli­ 
tics; be must write of the President 
and pumpkins; he mibt mind men of 
high-degree and decend to things of 
low estate; in short, he must be an “ all­ 
round man." 
It is t j .is that makes the 
position of a country editor so hard to 
fill; it is this training that makes the 
good country editor such a splendid 
manager of a metropolitan dailv. There 
is no place, ex<*opt in a country office, 
where such all-round training can be 
had. 
Tho position of a country editor is 
not held iu tlie esteem it should be. 
It a family can only afford one paper 
let that be the home paper, for it con­ 
cerns a family more to know what is 
being done in its own country ilian it 
does to know the news of distant 
places. 
The city papers cannot give, 
and it does not pretend to give, the 
local news that i» s readers must have; 
but the good country papor does give 
a pretty fair epitome of the world’s 
news. 
No other publication can supnly the 
place of a good local paper. 
If both 
cannot bo retained—if either the city 
journal or country news aper must go, 
let it be the former; for retiring can 
supply the plaoe of the local paper.—

On the mainland shore at Hong Kong 
are large docks, barracks, an observa­ 
tory, and other solid evidences of En­ 
gland’s firm grasp and power, and 
comparative quiet reigns; but at the 
water’s edge of the city the whole din 
and uproar of a Chinese city assaults 
the ears, as the same old Chinese smell 
deals the nose a blow. 
The Praya, 
that runs along the water’s edge, with 
high stone houses on one side, swarms 
with barefooted coolies with poles and 
burdens over their shoulders, and sedan 
chairs carried by more coolies spirit an 
occasional foreigner along above the 
common heads. The fronts of the high 
houses have open arcades at each story, 
and are covered with signs, among 
which the vermilion paper of the Chi­ 
nese shows everywhere. 
The conveyance one rides in is not 
Italian, nor are the common people by 
the roadside like the fascinating inhab­ 
itants of the peninsula. The cheapness 
of human labor is shown when one can 
be borne aloft on the shoulders of two 
men, like an idol in a procession, at the 
rate of fifteen cents an hour, and the 
contrast between the leisure and work­ 
ing classes is most apparent when the 
one leans back in his ease and the other 
pants under the poles of the chair. 
Nearly all the coolies are barefooted, 
loose, flapping straw sandals being 
sometimes worn to save the feet from 
the fine, sharp stones with which the 
cement roads are set. 
The slip-slap 
muffled sound of bare feet being set 
down flatly and in a steady mechanical 
beat, as regular as machinery, has a 
curious effect on one. At first it seems 
as though the regularity of the tread 
was enough to soothe one to sleep, but 
afterward, especially if coming home 
late in the evening through these still 
avenues of trees and high stone walls, 
there is something in this methodical 
foot-fall that gives one an uncomfort­ 
able sensation, as of being carried off 
by some unknown power suggestive of 
evil and the supernatural. 
The chair 
coolie wears only the two cotton gar­ 
ments, unless the weather is chill 
enough to call for a second coat, or hot 
enough to remove the first one. 
The 
trousers are of the universal Chinese 
cut for the coolie class, each leg in a 
flopping petticoat of cotton a yard 
wide, reaching below the knee. 
No 
race of people have designed an uglier 
dress and stuck to it without change 
for so many centuries .—Ho n g Ko n g 
co rresp o n d en ce.
